the accommodation of new comers, the Sovereign, with his usual 
attention to the comforts and even luxuries of his guests, was 
equally anxions to be assured that all was in preparation there.” 

Congress of Welsh Bards and Minstrels.—An Eisteddvodd, or 
Congress of Welsh Bards and Minstrels was lately held in the 
Freemcsons’ Tavern, London, Sir Watkin William Wynnin the 
Chair, Atthe commencement, Mr. H. Parry set forth the merits 
and tabours, and advantages of this establishment, and the suc- 
eess which had attended its inquiries into the song and traditions 
of the ancient Cymre, Then followed music of harps and other 
instraments, accompanied alternately by English songs, and by 
Pennillionio the ancient language of the Principality. The vocal 
performance of Miss Williams, and the execution of an old 


blind harper, were admirable. Upon the whole, the exhibition

Melancholy Catastrophe at Southport.—We have again to record 
another melancholy accident by the loss of a boat at Southport, 
in which five persons have perished. The part culars of this 
Jamentable event, as far as they are koown, are contained in 
the following extracts of letters with which we have been favoured: 


Extract of a letter from Southport, dated Friday, Way 24, 1822. 


“A melancholy occurrence has happened here, and has 
thrown a gloom over this geuerally gay little place. Yesterday, 
aboat noon, four gentleman embarked iu a pleasure-boat belong- 
ing to Colonel Gerard, of Windle Hall, who has heen for some 
time residing here with part of bis family : he was of the party, 
and was accompanied by the venerable and much-respected Rev. 
Francis Craythrone, of Garswood, Mr. Roger Adamson, of Ash- 
ton, and his eldest son; ther had with them one boatman, and 
proceeded out oa a fishing excursion to the southward. About 
five o'clock in the evening they were observed by some other 
boats to be making sail bomewards. As they had been expected 
Jast night, and had not arrived this morning, some anxiety was 
excited amongst their acquaintance: this was increased towards 
Boon, by the arrival of the fisherman from whom they had parted 
the preceding afternoen, who also reported having seen something 
like the empty beatout at sea. Anxiety was now visibly depicted 
ia every countenance ; the inhabitants assembled in small groups, 
conversing on the melancholy subject’; most of them had gloomy 
fears of the sad resalt, yet hope ati!l lingered with the more im- 
mediate connexions of the parties, supposing that they might be 
gone to Lytham or Blackpool, 
boats went outia search of the missing party, and during the 
who'e afiernoon the sand-hills were peopled with an anxious 
multitude, all directing their gaze across the vast expanse of

sand which the far-retreating tide had left, and towards that 
quarter from whence it was expected that intelligence would 
come. Aftersome hours of sclicitade a sail was descried ata 
distance making its way to the shore. All with one accord now 
rushed forward ; expectation waz at its height; but too soon the 
sad certainty was koown: they had found the hoat a few miles to 
the southward, tenantless and anoccupied. The low mu:mars of 
the crowd, the tears of some, the shricks of others, soon comma- 
nicated the fatal intelligence, a: d throuchout the village a general 
consternation was spread; all occupation ceased, and every one 
seemed absorbed by this melancholy sntject. Meantime night 
came on, and about nine o’clock other boats arrived, bringing the 
lifeless bodies of two of the onfortunate party. As none survive 
to tell the melancholy tale, the particulars cannot be known; but 
it is supposed by the fishermen here, that some sadden gust or 
eddy of wind, whichis not ancommon even in fine weather, had 
overset the boat. Colonel Gerard was the brother and next hei 
to Sir William Gerard, of Garswood: he has left a widow and 
The poor fisherman who accompanied them has 
also left a widow and eight children.” 


Another letter dated Sunday hast, says, ‘On Thursday 
morning last, John Gerard, Esq. of Windle Hall, near Prescot, 
the brother of Sir William Gerard, Baronet, had invited a party 
to join him in his pleasare-boat, on a fishing excursion, and they 
sailed early inthe morning. The party eonsisted of himself, 
the Rev. Mr. Cravthorne.Mr. Adamson, of Ashton in the Willows, 
his son Roger, and Mr. Gerard’s own boatman, John Jackson. 
As to the real eause of the melancholy accident it is all surmise, , 
hut from the circamstanee of the foresheet being at liberty 
when the boat was found, I should conceive that she must bave 
beon caught in a squall, and the boat being kept too much away 
coald not be laffed an in time nor could the maiusheet be let go 
in time to save her from being apset. Filament, very much, 
that it is my painful duty to record the loss of the whole party ; 
and J still more regret, that only two of the unfortunate suffer- 
ers are as yet found: Mr. Adamson, jun; and John Jackson, 
the boatman, who has been interred this day.” 


The Rev. Mr. Craythorne, one of the anfortunate sofferers 
ov this melancholy occasion, was a Roman Catholic clergyman, 
eminent for his extensive benevolence. His loss will be deeply 
felt by the poor of the surrounding country, to whom be was in 
the habit of administering medical aid, gratuitously, with extra. 
ordinary success. 


Another Aceaunt from a Correspendent.—John Gerard, Esq. 
brother to Sir W. Gerard, Bart. Mr. Adamson and son, of Ashtor, 
near Wizan, the Rev, F. Craythorne, the priest and doctor of 
Garswood, near Newton, and a fisherman, were all drowned, off 
Southport, 6n Friday last, when out on a fishing excursion. The 
above were all that went oat in the boat, conseqnently no ac- 
count can be given how the accident happened. The fisherman 
has left a wife and eizht children to lament his loss. The weather 
was very fine; and all the coast, for miles roond about Southport 
is one fine flat of sand, without any rocks, It is, therefore, sup- 
posed, there must have been a whirlwind, or some great misma- 
pagement about the boat. " The regular fishermen went out on 
business with the same tide, but met neither storms nor acci- 
dents of anv kind. One party saw the boat, that carried out the 
above gentlemen, about five miles from shore, empty, righted, 
and sails ap, but something incorrect at the bows of the boat. 
Three bodies have been picked up, Mr. Adamson and son, and 
the fisherman. 


Insurrection at Scio—A continental paper relates a barbar- 
ous massacre of the Grecks of Scio, by the Tarks, on capturing 
the town, on the Lith of April. The Turkish fleet baving landed 
from 12to 45,000 men, the Greek General retired to the mountains; , 
and a thousand enormities were instantly perpetrated by the 
invaders. They set fire to the Greek quarters, and to that. of the 


Cathglics: all the houses were plandered and dismantled, the 
eharches profaned, and even the dead unboried and scattered 
Anamber of Greek families took refuge ia 
Mr. Digeon, Vice-Cevsul of France, 


about the streets; 
the French Consulate. 
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received them with open arms, notwithstanding the danger to which 
it exposed him and all the Preach who had sought the protection 
of his roof, ander which 1500 individuals were thus shortly assem- 
bled. Mr. Digeon exerted himself in the most laudable manner 
to assuage the fury of the Turks. He rashed in among them, 
with a white flag, exclaiming, * Francais! Fraueais !” on which, 
the astonished Turks suspended their carnage; and, being con- 
ducted to the Pasha, succeeded in inducing him to order the 
troops to desist, and respect the several Consulates. The con- 
flagration continued until the 16th, when the Pasha sent for Mr. 
Digeon and the Austrian Consul, and give them a proclamation, 
announcing, that the Consuls of France and Austria, having im- 
plored mercy for the country, it was granted, on the people lay- 
ing down their arms.— Other accounts state, that sach numbers 
were massacred that the Jews of Smyrna had been sent for to 
throw the dead bodies into the sea. 


Ionian Islands.—Advices from Zante, of April 16, affirm, 
that the system of neutrality which has heen proclaimed in the 
Ionian Isles, goes directly to the confiscation of the property of 
all the Tonian Nobles suspected of being favouysable to the cause 
of the Greeks, who are combating for their independence. Seve- 
ral of these Nobles, known by their fortones and their principles, 
have been obliged to expatriate themselves, and seek for safety in 
the insurgent islands. Amongstthem sre the Count Metaxa, a rich 
proprietor; M. Angulacato, known for his wealth and the honoar- 
able employment of. his fortune; and the venerable Archbishop 
of Cephalonia, Tspeldo, known for his piety and his learning. 


Anarticle from Vienna states that one of the Austrian 
Arch-dukes is to be sent to London on a mission of the highest 
importance, the object of which is to lay the basis of a new treaty 
between England and Anstria, and to agree on the measures to 
be taken in common by those two Powers, in case the Porte 
should persis: in rejecting, “ae itis probable,” all the modes of 
conciliation proposed by the Mediatory Courts. 


Spain.—The French papers are full of ramours of insurrec- 
tionary movements in Madrid, and other parts of the Peninsula; 
and that a connter-revolation had broken out. The present 
ministers are by no means popalar ; and plots for their destruc- 
tion were reported to have been organized. These ramours want 
confirmation. 


A French paper (Tue ConststutionneL) asserts that Puerto 
Rico has hoisted the standard of independence, 


France.—The spirits of the Parisians have been mightily exhi- 
lirated by a victory in the present elections, which renews a fifth 
of the Chamber of Depaties. The Ministerial candidates were all 
defeated, and four liberals retarned by large majorities. This is 
doabtiess a triumph, considered both with reference to the ardent 
exertions of the popular side against the enormous influence of 
Government in the metropolis, and as affording another proof of 
the opinions of the wealthy citizens of France; for to that class is 
the elective franchise confined. But however much we may be 
pleased with this exhibition of good feeling, it would be idle (o sap- 
pose, that the effect will be avy material alteration in the state of 
parties in the Chamber. - In the Departments, the Ministers have 
managed to geta majority of Ultras retarned, so that the atmost 
difference between the old and the new members will perhaps not 
exceed two or three votes. The French mast look for the re-overy 
of their rights from the Bourbons, to something far different from 
a scandalous Election Law, 


Tn consequence of the Election terminating so much in favour 
ofthe Liberal party, over that of the Uliras, it is aniversally 
believe that the French King must once morc change his Minis- 
ters. Both Talleyrand and De Cazes have lately been to Court, and 
it is thought the janction of their parties will force the present 
men from office. 


‘ Russia and the United States.—Mr. P. Poletica, Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from Russia, on the 11th of 
Febraary inclosed to Mr; Adams acopy of a regolation adopted 
by the Russian American Company, and sanctioned by the Empe- 
ror, claimiog the Anerican coast, from tbe Sist degree of worth la- 


: 
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titade to Bebring’s Straits, and forbidding e!! vessels, European or 
American, on pain of confiscation to approach within Italian 100 miles 
of the coast: —these regulations to commence, for European vessels 
on the Ist of March, and for Americans, on the 1st of July, 1822.— 
Mr. Adams, in repis, expresses bis astonishment at an attempt to 
mark out the boundary between the two countries other than by 
treaty. He also states, that he is instructed to ask for “‘ explana- 
tion of the grounds of right, upon principles generally reeognised 
by the laws and usages of nations,”—Mr. Poletica then enters, at 
considerable length, into a history of the Rassian discoveries on 
the north-west coast of America, It appears, that the Emperor 
Pau! L, in 1789, granted its first charter to the Russian Ameri- 
can Company. This gave them a right of coast down to the 55th 
degree ofnorth latitude, with permission to extend their discove- 
ries to the southward. Mr. Poletica addaces the fact of Behring 
having, in the Russian employ, at Icast penetrated as far as 
Mount St. Elias. which he, in fact, so called: and of Captain 
Tchiricoff, his second in command, having “ pushed his discove- 
ries as far as the 49th degree of north !atitude.” It subsequently 
however, appears, that this claimof discovery consists in being 
shipwrecked on the shore; the survivors forming a settlement, 
which, in 1789, amounted to 462 individuals.—Mr. Poletica says, 
theclaims of the Russians “rest upon the three bases required by 
the general laws of nations and immemorial usage among nations $ 
that is;upon the title of first discovery ; apon the title of first oo- 
eupation ; and in the last place, apon that which results from a 
peaceable and uncontested possession of more than halfa eentury 
—anepoch, consequently, several years anterior to that when the 
United States took their place among independent nations.” Mr, 
Poletica asserts the right of his Government to claim down to lae 
titude 49, but states thatright tobe waved, and the 51st degree 
fixed upon as half way between the Rassian settlement of New 
Archangeland the American colony at the mouth of the Columbia, 
At the conclusion of this letter we remarked the expression, “the 
relations of amity and good understanding which have till now sub- 
sisted.” &c, 


Mr. Adams, in hisletter of March 30, says, “ From the period 
of the existence of the United States as an independent nation, 
their vessels have freely navigated those seas; and the right tw 
navigate themisa part of that independence.” 


Mr. Poletica, in his answer of the 2d of April, observes, “E 
cannot dissemble, Sir, that this same trade beyend the 51st degree 
will meet with difficalties and inconveniences, for which the 
American owners will only have to aceuse their own imprudence, 
after the publicity which bas been given to the measures taken 
by the Imperial Government for maintaining the rights of the 
Russian American Company in their absolate integrity.” 


On this, the Times very justly remarks, “ It seems, then, that 
all thatie necessary apon this single point, to place the two nations 
ina state of war, is—tbat the Americans should exercise a right 
which is ‘a part of the ihdependenc: ; and that the Russians should, 
as they assert they will, attackthe Americans exercising this 
right ! 2

Seareity of Specie.—The scarcity and high price of specie is 
acoounted for by a fact disclosed in the South American doco- 
ments jast presented to Congress, that the coinace of the Mexi- 
ean mint, which in 1810, amoanted to more than 20,000,000, would 
not exceed 4,500,000 in 1824 ; the deficit, ineleven years, beiag 
estimated at 70,000,000 of dollars. — American Paper. 


Slave Trade.—In the American Senate, April 12, the Report 
of the Committee on the slave trade was brought op and read. The 
chief recommendation is the establishment of right of reciprocal 
search by restricted and peaceful concession; and they conclude 
with recommending the following resolutioa :—" Resolved, —That 
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the President of the United States be requested to enter inte such 
arrangements as he may deem suitable and preper with oneor 
mote of the maritime powers of Europe, for the effectual abolition 
of the slave trade.” —The report was ordered to be printed. 


Disturbance at St. Salvador.—Accocnts to 24th of February 
vie America, state, thatmany bloody scenes bad taken place at 
St. Salvador, in consequence of the atrival of an European Ge- 
neral to take command as Governor and Militaty Chief. Suap- 
ported by the European and Porteguese troops, about 3,000 ia 
nomber, he demanded of the Brazillian Commander the resigna- 
tion of his authority; and the latter, sapported by the native 
troops and populace, refusing, they were fired apon in the Pa- 
lace-square, and a considerable number killed and wounded. The 
Brazillians were compelled foretreat toa fort and thence to the 
country. Three handred of them killed and wounded, and about 
30 European troops. Many ‘of the Bragillians were shot down 
while peaceably passing the streets. On the 27th tranquillity and 
trade were ia some measure restored—bat a return of the Bra- 
zillians to attack the place was expected. 


New Mexican Tariff—A vew Tariff has been issued by the 
Government of Mexico, which was to take effect on the 2ist Janua- 
ry last if approved of by the Congress, It provides that a duty 
of 26 per cent, shall be levied on the entry of all goods, prodace, 
and effects of any nation. Every vessel te pay 20 reals per ton, 
besides the duty.

Improvement in Naval Architecture.—On Thursday last, the 
pablic were mach gratified, and astonished, at the exhibition of 
an iron steam-boat in the River Thames, between Louden and 
Battersea bridges. At twelve o’clock, a large party of distia- 
guished naval Officers, engineers, and servants, embarked at 
Parliament Stairs, on board the Aron, Manby, tron gfeam boat, 
which immediately got vader weigh, and proceeded @-Battersen 
bridge: she then descended to Blackfriars, and manceuvered for 
several heurs between the brigdes in a very superier style. This 
steara-beat was built at the Horstey Iron Works, noar Birming- 
ham, by Mr. Manby, and put tegether at Rotherbithe, She is 
the most complete piece of workmanship in the iron way that 
has ever been witnessed, and draws one foot water less than any 
steam-boat that has ever been built. She is 106 feet long, and 
17 broad, and is propelled by a 30 horse engine, and Oldbam’s 
revolyiog oars, the most perfect piece of mechanism that has yet 
been adopted in steam beats. The great advantage of these oars, 
is their entering and leaving the water edgeways, by which means 
BO power is lost, and they are particularly useful ia rivers; with 
uarrow bridges as they occupy little more than half the breadth 
of the common wheel. We have no doubt but the iron ‘beats 
will be generally adopted, particularly where a small draft of 
water is necessary. Another advantage they have ovér steams 
boats in general, is their perfect safety from Gre, and ascommon 
steadiness under the engine. This boat will leave London in a 
few days for Paris, the first instance of a direct commanieation 
between the capitals of France and England. Amongst the gen-

We know that previous- 
to its leaving Hydra, the crews bound themselves by a so 
lemon oath to conquer or perish, Were it not for the assistance 
recently given to the Turks by the English Government, the 
Greeks would be in no alarm for their liberties; as it is, they 
almost despair of snccess, if an immrdiate change do not take 
place in the Councils of his Britannie Majesty. In the event of 
being abandoned to their fate by the European Powers, the 
whole Greek people have determined to quit their native land 
for ever, and seek an asylum oa some foreign shore.

ing as we write this, were ench loaden witha cuinca. On making 
up his mind, therefore, to accept snch an embassy, it is impossible 
that he mast not have taken into his calculation, as going with it, 
public reproach, the clamours of a distressed nation, ard the 
abhorrence of honourable minds, What new lights, therefore 
can have subsequently broken in apon such a men to restrain his 
rapacity ? He had the whole subject before him at the first glance. 
The same may be said of the makers as wellas the receiver of 
the propesition. Its atrocity conld not escape their observation, 
Our inference therefore is, that if the bargain be stayed, it will be 
stayed by no remorse of the parties —by no attainment of a more 
accurate knowledge of facts—by no consideration for the public 
distress—but by the absolute prohibition and negative of Par- 
liament only. 


The continuance of a Ministry that finds itself so oftenio a 
minority is singular enoogh in our history, but yet not surprising 
at thistime. They have all the means of corruption in their 
hands possessed by other Ministers; they employ them — we see 
with how little delicacy or moderation ; they are the first men 
that ever declared for themselves, or suffered it to be argued for 
them by others, that useless places were necessary in order to 
enable the servants of the Crown to corrapt Members of Parlin- 
ment. But yet the distress of the country is at present so screre, 
that it is difficult to compensate by private offers or promises for 
the positive loss and probable danger which any man of fair 
property must sustain, by voting for measures obvionsly unjust 
and unreasonable, On the other hand, some, and particularly 
among that class called country gentlemen, may be afraid of 
heaping disgrace after disgrace upon the present Ministers, from 
an apprehoosion, lest inva momentary fit of spirit or spleen they 
should throw up their places, and make way for their antagonists, 
This we should think a neediess fear: for though Ministers do 
not at this particular period possess influence enongh to carry all 
measures, yet would they take out with them quite sufficient to 
paralyze any future Ministry; unless, indeed, something of a 
Parliamentary reform were effected in the first instance. Let 
any man reflect for how long a time they bave been the dispens- 
ers of all honours and emotaments, how many heve looked up te 
them, and to none else bat them, for places, pensions, advance- 
ment—for benefices in the church, commissions in the army and 
navy, law appointments, diplomatic appointments, excise, cas- 
toms, tax-office appointments. Whenever they move, with them 
move also the eyes, the hearts, the hopes of all to whom we have 
just alladed, constitating such an aggregate of political force ag 
was never possessed by any other set of men. Nor is it in them 
the proof of any talent; it simply results from having been long 
fixed in their sitaations—as undistorhed objects, be they stocks, 
or stones, always gather a quantity of filth round them, that ren- 
ders their position more secure. The King could not transfer 
this influence to their successors, because it has never heen 
exercised by himself personally: it in truth attaches persunally 
more to Lord Liverpool than himself. His Majeaty could not 
hore at his time of life to fizht bis way through it, if he were to 
endeavour to sustain any other set of men: it would overpower 
him and his new friends, and replace the possessors of it in their 
ancient seats. There is no chance, therefore, of shaking the 
present men, or overthrowing the-geaeral maxitns of their admi- 
pistration, hy Parliamenrary votes. Those who view such an issue 
with apprehension, and are in consequence less inclined to oppese 
them on detached questions, may compose their fearr. For our 
own parts, we begin to think that the best thing that cn happen 
is, that distress may so long continue as to force the present 
Ministers into a course of retrenchment #0 averse to their dis»o- 
sitions and practice ; and that when the pablic pressure is with- 
drawn, the nation may derive the benefit of measures thick 
would acyer otherwise bave been adopted.—Times,

most fervent applause, : 


Bir F. BURDETT (when the applause had subsided) addressed the 
company in bis uegal happy manner, thanking them for these fresh 
proofs of their regard, and aspuriug them that the eatéem was mutual. 
Hehad never, he said, for one moment, hada doubt of the jnstice and 
propriety of the principles which first recommended him to the notice 
am independent electors of Westminster. They had ever regulated, 
and would to the latest period of hisiife regulate, his publicconduct, It 
wae Rew apparent @ all, from the proceedings of Parliament, that the 
boasted buerties of England were @ mere shadow and mockery, if the 
House of Commous were sllowed to be the engine of corrupt inflyence, 
instead of being, what it was designed to be, the organ of the people fer 
the cbotro) of the Executive Government. The safety ef the couatry, 
étsres mew adore manifest thaw ever, required thet an effectnal Re- 
form should take place—such a Reform as would seenre te the peo- 
ple a full, free, and fair representation. This was indeed a new 
erg; for it was openly avowed by ministers that useless offices and a 
berthensome ‘expenditure were necessary to secure a “ proper in- 
fiwence” iia the House of Commons —that is, that corraption was neces- 
sary! If this weve true, then all the ewloginws they had heard on the 
British Constitution were clearly false and absard. The great viadi- 
cater of the Revolation, Johu Locke, differed on this subject with Lord 
Castlereagh: hesajd, “ Any attempt to poison the fountains of liberty 
was se enormous ag offence, (hat it would authorize the peeple to resort 
to the last principle of liberty,—Restsrance ro Orracssion.” Before 
alldecenry ws thus discarded from the Honse, the Speaker had ap- 
peared quite cheekiyl at sentiments of thie kind, though no man, perhaps, 
was better acquainjed with the existence of corrupt practices. Now, 
however, corruptian ceased tb be viewed with indignant feelings. It 
seormed tp have praduced the same effect on members of Parliament, 
which Sin, having sprung owt ef the head of Satan, prodaced og the 
heavenly trost:

: of Meuarchy by ite homility ; it wae oppesed also to it by this essential 
> principte, that the Christian was told te sacrifice his ewo interest to the 
* jnterest of others ; aud they well keew that the great Preacher of that 
: ductrive sacrificed himself ior the good of the whole world. Te propa- 
: gate sach opinions was the way te excite confusion in the country. The 
: worthy Bai ouet then adverted to the shamefal treatment of Mr. H. Haut 
who had pertorined such # great and solid service to the pation in-bring- 
ing to light the Iichester doings. He then tenched on the interests of 
commerce, which, he said, were sacrificed te what was called “the Mo- 
3 warchical principle.” Why, he asked, wes not trade opened with the 
> straggliog Sonth American States? Why not upened with Greeos, 
¢ whieh was fighting for liberty? Why,in the arrangement of Europe, 
> was ushappy Poland overlooked, or still more unhappy Italy given to 
3 foreign potentates? Lt was impossible w explain anch absurd eondact, 

except by a reference to the Monarchical principle. It was of the at- 
most importance to the comnmree of this Country, that Greeee should be 
free, that Poland should be independent, and that Italy should be req. 
dered a free country. Ali the advantages that might be derived from 
such arrangements were sacrificed, leaving oat of sight the happiness of 
millions ; leaving out of sight that which Raglishmen should never fop- 
get, a due regard to the principles ofjustice and of liberty. These were 
fatal errors ; errers which ne man could have cumuitied, ueless he were 
actuated by that carsed Monarchical priveiple. The electors of West- 
minster would hava the honoar of having been foremost in opposing this 
anti-constitational and auti-social principle. They had the honowr of 
pointing ent to the people of Rogiand the path which they must follow, 
anless they meant to give up all hope of recovering those liberties which 
had been 00 wickedly encroached npon. He did not kuow whether the get. 
themen of England were satisfied with this state of things ; whee 
fonad while the Exchoquer was full their pockets were empty, it was 
they did not begin to suepect what became of tlieir perty. And alt 
that was required of them was, that they should merely open thelr month 
and dissent from their own rele ; which was surely not too much (o ask 
of the most wapatriotic geutlemen!? The distresses appeared to him fo 
arise from enormous tagetion and the alteration of the carrency. E 
man must soe that ifthe measaré of value be altered, all other 
must aiter in propertion; and if persons were catied on to fuifit 
ments, eutered into before the currency was altered, according to the

(From the Calcutta Exchange Price Current of yesterday.) 


Indigo.—The market has been dull this week, and our quotations 
are nominal—the Article is attiving in considerable quantities, we know 
of a sale of Jessore, about 250 maunds, that took place two days ago, at 
290 per mannd, iv bound —it is now the general opinion, that in couse- 
quence of the late heavy rains in the Upper Provinces, the crop will fall 
considerably shert of what was at first expected, it is questionable whe- 
ther it will exceed 95,000 maunds, 


Cutton.—The demand for this continues limited—we know of a 
sale this week of balf screwed Cutchoara, about 240 bales, at 11-8 per 
maund. At Mirzapore, on the 29th aitimo, new Bandah was quoted at 
19.8, Jaloon at 18-3 and Cutchonra at 16-8 per local maund. At Jea- 
gunge, on the 5th instant, Jaloon was stated at 15-Sto 15-10, and Cat- 
choura at 13-14 to 14-2 per maund - sales during the week 13,000 maunda, 
of which 2000 mauuds were for Calcutta, and the rest for country coa- 
u mption—stock 46-000 maunds.

The Post Office Packets by the Astext contained only 800 letters, 
and those by the RAFFLEs 600. 


The Morea Captain Hornblow, and Retranxce, Captain Pike, with 
Troops from this Port reached Masulipatam in 28 hours—the Moma 
sailed again for Galcatta immediately, and the RELIANCE returned to 
the roads on Satarday. 


The ship Burza came in yesterday from the Cape, which she left in 
the begioning of August. She reports that a dreadfol gale of wind had 
been experienced at the Cape, by which many Ships had been lost and 
many houses blown. We have not been able to obtain the particulars. 


In describing the recent gaieties, we omitted to mention in oar 
Countsr of the 17th instant, that on the occasion of the list Subscription 
Ball, Covoor Soondarum Modellair, a respectable Native at Madras, was 
presented and publicly invested by the Stewards with a pair of Gowns 
and Sash, being a testimony oftheir personal respect and thenk fulness 
of the liberal assistance afforded by him both upon this and upon former 
ovesions—The decorations of the whole suite of apartments were onder 
the entire superintendence of Soondaram, particularly the Supper room, 
which was deservedly the theme of aniversal applause, 


Cholera.—The position we maintain is, that Cholera or some disease 
very nearly resembling it, does exist among the European Inhabitants 
of Calcutta; and we give the following as an instance: The person af- 
fected went home from his office about half past five on Friday evening, 
in perfect health ; and after eating ashearty a dinner as usual, he con- 
tinned well till abont seven o'clock. He then begin to feel a mortal 
chillaess invading his whole frame, commencing at the extremities and 
advancing towards the heart. At first he suspected this sensation to be 
merely ideal, and attempted to rouse himself from it, or shake it off by 
muscular exertion ; but found be could not. Shortly after he was seized 
with vomiting, and by eight o’clock or about an hour after the first 
attack, he could not moye a limb, the strength being completely pros- 
trate, thedody covered with a cold sweat, and avy pulsation quite im- 
perceptible, The Patient felt at this moment that the hand of Death 
was apon bim, and considering bimself as about to pass from this transi- 
tory existence, lay waiting with calm resignation till bis change should 
come. Inthe meantime, Dr. Hailiday being sent for, came, and eus- 
pecting from his having received only a verbal message by a Native Ser- 
vent, that it must be a case of this kind, he fortunately carried along 
with him some of the usual remedies, which were immediately adminis. 
tered, A draught was poured down the Patient’s throat, an’ an inei- 
sion made in the arm, when it appeared that fortunately the circulation 
had not entirely ceased, The vital heat of the system not being restor- 
ed by these means, a second and third dranght were given, by the Doc. 
tor himself, who did not rest satisfied with merely}prescribing the reme- 
dies, but waited to see their efficacy, (an example in our opinion worthy 
of imitation; for should the first dose fail to produce the desired effect 
the Patient may die before the Physician can be recailed,) by one o'clock 
inthe morning, the progress of the disease was completely checked, and 
the Doctor then left his Patient considering him peifectly out of dan- 
ger aod he is now doing well.— Harkaru. 


State of the Roads.—We are requested to notice, that owing to the 
rising of the Rivers, and bad state of the Roads on the Route from Bom. 
bay to Nagpore, five Presidency Mails, of the 7th, 8th, Oth, LOth and Lith 
of Sept. arrived together at Nagpore on the 23d ultimo, whence they 
proceeded with the Mails of that day to Calcutta, and arrived on the 
night of the 4th instant, at the General Post Office. The same impedi- 
ments on the Bombay side of Nagpore checked the progress of the Mails 
of the 18th, Sth, and 16th of Sept. aud that of the 14th is still unfortu.

To the ‘Editor of the Journal. 
Sir, ; 
It appears that the Greek Insurrection has suffered a 
partial check in the Island of Scio. The situation of the Island 
has enabled the Turks to land a large reinforcement of Troops 
ander the Captain Pacha, who have re-taken the City, and driv- 
ea the insurgents to the hilly district in the interior, where they 
still hold out, The condact of the Turks on this occasion equals 
any thing that could have been expected from such barbarians. 
The letters from Smyroa and Trieste, published in the Eozlish 
Journals, state (on the anthority of an eye witness) that “ 12,000 
dead bodies of Christians of all ages and of both sexes, were 
lying about the streets and the environs of the city,” they relate 
that “ carnage. plander, and debauchery of the worst description 
had continued without intermission.” ‘ No lives: were spared, 
excepting those of wowen and children, who were sold into sla- 
very.” 

It is more than ¢musing, it is edifying to observe with what tran- 
quillityand resignation the Editor of the Catcutta Government 
Gazetre anticipated these horrors. Having noticed the rise of the 
Sciots,and the Captain Pacha’s having succeeded in overpowering 
the Grecian armament, he adds (Government Gazette 3d Oct.) 
that “it wasto be seared that the Christian inhabitants of the 
Island would be treated in consequence with additivnal rigour !” 
Such is the tender phrase with which he qualifies the conduct 
which was to be expected after victory from a body of semi-bar- 
barians acting with all the licence of undisciplined troops, and 
whose /aws authorise them-to treat the vanquished with all the 
abuse of slavery, inflamed by the opposition of a race whom 
they have for ages despised as their bondsmen, and whom they 
detest as anbelievers. But the Turks are the Soldiers of a legi- 
timate Prince, of a race who have always been averse to “new 
fangied notions” and desirous “to maintain things as they are” 
and the Greeks although Christians are rebels and “ insurgents.”
